Hoosiers age 12 and older now 
eligible for the COVID-19 vaccine 


On Wednesday, the 
ISDH reported the 


80th local virus death

On Wednesday, the Indiana 
Department of Health (SDH) 
announced that Hoosiers age 
12 and older may begin re- 
ceiving a free COVID-19 vac- 
cine. 


The Centers for Disease 


Control and Prevention and 
the Advisory Committee on 
Immunization Practices rec- 
ommended the use of the Pfiz- 
er vaccine for this new age 
group on Wednesday follow- 
ing the FDA’s expansion of 
the vaccines Emergency Use 
Authorization, according to 
the ISDH. The Pfizer vaccine 
is the only one of the three 
COVID-19 vaccines that are 
currently approved for use in 
individuals younger than age 
18. 


During a televised press con- 
ference earlier on Wednesday, 
state chief medical officer Dr. 
Lindsay Weaver welcomed 
the news. 

‘Tm excited for this next 
step both as a physician and 
as a parent,’ said Weaver. 
“Expanding the vaccine to 
younger Hoosiers will help 
our children getting back to 
the activities that they love.” 

To find a vaccination clinic 
that offers the Pfizer vaccine, 
visit _ https://ourshot.in.gov 


and search for a site that lists 
Pfizer as an option, or call 211 
if you do not have access to 
a computer or require assis- 
tance. Appointments are rec- 
ommended, but walk-ins are 
permitted. 

An adult must accompany a 
child age 12 to 15 to the ap- 
pointment; parental consent is 
required for minors. 

State health commission- 
er Dr. Kristina Box said this 
development would help 
with current vaccination ef- 


forts, which are needed now 
more than ever given the rise 
of variants of the virus in the 
state. 

Box said 41.7 percent of 
recent samples have tested 
positive for variants. So far, 
Box said there have been 
1,884 total recorded variant 
cases in the state. The B.1.1.1 
variant from the United King- 
dom is by far the most preva- 
lent at 1,499 cases, which the

National Guard assists with vaccinations 


Soldiers administering shots, registering 
patients, scheduling follow-ups

On a typical day, last 
month at the Honeywell 
Center’s COVID-19 vac- 
cine clinic, Indiana Air 
National Guard air space 
medical technician Shelby 
Ricketts was readying her 
station. 

Ricketts is one of the 
many soldiers who have 
been assisting with local 
vaccination efforts over the 
past few months. 

“We’re on active duty or- 
ders assisting, and a few 
of the others are also mil- 
itary members here,” said 
Ricketts. ““We’ve been here 
since nearly the beginning 
of March.” 

Parkview Wabash Hos- 
pital president Marilyn J. 
Custer-Mitchell has been 
in charge of the local vac- 
cination clinic, first at the 
Wabash County Museum 
and later at the Honeywell 
Center. 

Custer-Mitchell said 
these soldiers have pro- 
vided valuable support for 


their clinic. 

“The National Guard has 
been a huge help to us at the 
clinic,’ said Custer-Mitch- 
ell. “They are being utilized 
in all positions. Registering 
people, to help vaccinate 
people and scheduling sec- 
ond appointments.” 

Indiana National Guard 
Master Sgt. Jeff Lowry 
said they have been active 
in similar clinics across the 
state for some time now. 

“More than 400 Hoosier 
National Guard soldiers 
and airmen are assisting 
with COVID-19 vaccina- 
tions throughout the state. 
Of those, approximately 
half a dozen help in Wabash 
County, but that number 
varies,” said Lowry. “Our 
Guardsmen are instrumen- 
tal in inoculating Hoosiers 
at vaccination sites while 
also helping with traffic 
flow at those sites.”

Lifeguard 
shortage 
may delay 
Honeywell 


Pool opening 


Opening day, set 
for Memorial Day 
weekend, may have 
to be moved back

The Mark C. Honeywell 
Pool is scheduled to be open 
by the end of the month, but 
a shortage of available life- 
guards may cause that date to 
be moved back. 

During Wednesday’s regular 
Wabash Park Board meeting, 
this time held at Wabash City 
Park, parks superintendent 
Adam Hall said they were 
having a hard time finding 
anyone to sign up for the re- 
quired training. 

“The pool for the most part 
90 percent is ready to go,” said 
Hall. “I don’t have the chemi- 
cals balanced yet. I’m waiting 
on a few pumps to be deliv- 
ered. The guards are going to 
be the issue.” 

Hall said that the YMCA 
usually shares lifeguards with 
them, but they have been 
having similar issues finding 
lifeguards, for which the city 
pays $8 per hour. 

“Its been stressful,’ said 
Hall. “It is a challenge,. We’re 
trying.” 

In May 2020, the board 
decided by a 4 to 2 vote to 
close the pool for the 2020 
season due to concerns over 
COVID-19. 

During the March meeting, 
the board voted unanimously 
to open the pool this year. Hall 
said they were planning on 
moving forward as usual. 

Hall said he had attended a 
conference with around 150 
representatives from parks 
districts throughout the state. 
Hall said about half had 
opened, while others had to 
close early. Still others, like 
Wabash, never opened at all. 

Hall said he had been in com- 
munication with the Wabash 
County Health Department,

Wabash County veterans 
service Samuel Daugherty

May 31. 
However, due to Gov. Eric

of the state of emergency 
declaration, Daugherty said 
they had decided to cancel 
the event. 

“This was a hard decision 
for the veteran service offi- 
cer, but as the state of emer- 
gency continues through 
Memorial Day, it could not 
be avoided,’ said Daugh- 
erty. 

Daugherty said the cere- 
mony would usually include 
numerous speakers, service 


organizations, police, fire, 
Emergency Management 
Agency (EMA) workers 
and other stakeholders and 
invitees. 

“Please enjoy this coming 
Memorial Day by remem- 
bering the fallen heroes who 
sacrificed so much for our 
nation,” said Daugherty. 

On ‘Tuesday, Wabash 
County deputy county vet- 
eran officer Belinda Ireland 
offered several additional 
options to celebrate local 
veterans provided by the 
Department of Defense’s 
Military OneSource. 


“I also would like to add 
one more to this list, clean- 
ing around the headstones 
of veterans at the local cem- 
etery,” said Ireland.

Mask order dropped for South 
Bend after new CDC guidance 


INDIANAPOLIS (AP) — 
At least one Indiana county 
is dropping its local mask 
mandate after federal health 
officials eased mask-wearing 
guidance for those fully vacci- 
nated against COVID-19. 

The health officer for St. Jo- 
seph County, which includes 
South Bend, rescinded Thurs- 
day night the order that was to 
remain in place until May 27. 
Local officials, however, are 
keeping mask orders in effect 
for Indianapolis and Bloom- 
ington. 

St. Joseph County Health 
Officer Dr. Robert M. Einterz 
cited the new Centers for Dis- 
ease Control and Prevention 
guidance that fully vaccinated 
people no longer need to wear 
masks outdoors in crowds and 
in most indoor settings. But he

B.1.427/B.1.429 variant from 
California has shown up in 
250 cases, the P.1 variant from 
Brazil has shown up in 120 
cases and the B.1.351 variant 
from South Africa has shown 
up in 15 cases. 

“All of these variants have 
significantly increased in the 
last two weeks,” said Box. 

Box said the lowering of the 
age for vaccine eligibility was 
also important because of the 
number of the multisystem 
inflammatory syndrome in 
children (MIS-C). Box said 
there have been 89 total con- 
firmed cases in the state so far 
in those ages 0 to 20, with the 
mean age being 9.7 years old. 
Of those, 34.8 percent are fe- 
male and 65.2 are male. 

“All of these patients have 
been discharged from the hos- 
pital,’ said Box. 

COVID-19 cases have been 
slowly rising both locally and 
statewide. 

Last month, a lower number 
of cases has pushed Wabash 
County’s COVID-19 adviso- 
ry level from the ISDH from 
yellow, the second-lowest 
level, to blue, the lowest level, 
during their weekly dashboard 
update. Though now in the 
blue, Wabash County’s pos- 
itive rating is up slightly, and 
nearly every other neighbor- 
ing county has moved back to 
yellow status. In addition, on 
Saturday, April 17, the ISDH 
reported the 78th confirmed 
COVID-19 death in Wabash 
County, on Friday, May 7, the 
ISDH reported the 79th local 
confirmed local COVID-19 
death, and on Wednesday, 
May 12, the ISDH report- 
ed the 80th confirmed local 
COVID-19 death. 

On Thursday, the ISDH an- 
nounced that 900 additional 
Hoosiers have been diagnosed 
with COVID-19 through test- 
ing at state and private labora- 
tories. That brings to 732,692 
the number of Indiana resi- 
dents now known to have had 
the novel coronavirus follow- 
ing corrections to the previous 
day’s dashboard. 

To date, 13,033 Hoosiers 
are confirmed to have died 
from COVID-19, an increase 
of five from the previous day. 
Another 417 probable deaths 
have been reported to date 
based on clinical diagnoses in

who said the COVID-19 in- 
fection rates had been trend- 
ing positively enough they 
could open the pool this year.

More than a dozen states 
quickly embraced new federal 
guidelines that say fully vac- 
cinated Americans no longer 
need to wear masks indoors 
or out in most cases. But oth- 
er states and cities and some 
major businesses hesitated 
amid doubts about whether 
the approach is safe or even 
workable. 

As many business owners 
pointed out, there is no easy 
way to determine who has 
been vaccinated and who 
hasn’t. And the new guide- 
lines, issued Thursday by the 
Centers for Disease Control 
and Prevention, essentially 
leave it up to people to do the 
right thing.

he far right’s under- 
mining of American 

elections is an ongoing 
threat to the nation’s future. 
An Arizona state Sen- 
ate-commissioned “audit” 
of November ballots is not 
just a regional farce, but an 
escalation against demo- 
cratic processes. 

Washington Secretary of 
State Kim Wyman correct- 
ly sounded the alarm last 
week that this mishandling 
of ballots and election 
records must be rejected 
nationally. 

Republican-controlled 
legislatures in Florida, 
Iowa, Texas, Georgia and 
elsewhere are dangerous- 
ly politicizing elections 
management by ratcheting 
up voting restrictions and 
limiting how officials can 
help people cast ballots. 

Still, Arizona’s move 
stands out as egregious. 
The GOP Senate leadership 
trampled elections guide- 
lines and common sense 
with a legislative subpoena 
for 2.1 million Maricopa 
County ballots. That gave 
private contractor Cyber 
Ninjas a mission to reveal 
vote irregularities — in a 
state where 10,457 votes 
helped decide the presiden- 


tial election. 

Cyber Ninjas is no 
impartial referee. Its CEO 
fed the election-conspiracy 
lies that former President 
Donald Trump used to 
whip up the Jan. 6 assault 
on the U.S. Capitol. Yet the 
private company got total 
authority to rifle through 
the actual ballots and 400 
voting machines from the 
election. The county’s 
chain of custody was shat- 
tered when it ought to have 
been carefully preserved. 
Whatever Cyber Ninjas 
purports to find from such 
tainted evidence cannot be 
trusted. As Wyman said 
on CNN, it’s the elections 
equivalent of stomping 
through a crime scene. 

No state should accept 
the idea of forking over 
the only copy of politically 
charged records to a private 
operator to destroy trust in 
the outcome. In practice, 
Arizona has invented a pro- 
cess for legislators to throw 
out election results with 
impunity — even when the 
results have already under- 
gone meticulous recounts. 

Washington, like other 
states, has well estab- 
lished policy for handling 
disputed elections. Publicly 


elections 


managed recounts happen 
with observers from all 
parties free to witness. 
Arizona’s sketchy system 
established a precedent that 
clouds voter trust. 

Wyman, as a longtime 
elections professional who 
is a Republican, has an im- 
portant role to play in the 
national debate by showing 
that election oversight must 
transcend partisanship. She 
repeatedly spoke out about 
the security of mail-in 
voting as states struggled 
to run the high-stakes 
presidential election during 
a pandemic — even when 
Trump and other Republi- 
can leaders denigrated the 
process. 

Arizona’s dubious “audit” 
breaches what should be 
regarded as a sacred trust 
of state and county officials 
conducting elections and 
counting votes through 
transparent public policy. 
All Americans should have 
accessible and trustable 
elections overseen with 
impartiality. Injecting po- 
litical hardball into ballot 
counting must not become 
the new normal in any 
State.

Why are we hearing 
about a labor shortage? 


any businesses are reporting difficulty in finding 

workers. I hear this from business owners whose 
judgment I trust. I also read about it on social media, here 
in Indiana and around the country. These reports don’t 
square with the data that show very large numbers of 
unemployed. There are more than 130,000 fewer workers 
in Indiana than in February 2020. So, one would imagine 
there are plenty of available people to take open positions. 
There are a few possible explanations for 
the feeling that there is a labor shortage. 

One of the most popular arguments is 
that government benefits, especially the 
generous CARES Act supplementary 
unemployment payments, cause people 
to avoid work. That is surely true for 
some workers, but the notion that this is 
widespread is just not supported by the 
evidence. 

First, the benefits are generous, but tem- 
porary. There’s just not a lot of evidence 
that workers make long-term decisions about work based 
on short-term benefit programs. Second, the program 
expired in a few states, including Indiana, late last year as 
President Trump delayed signing the extension bill. That 
experience didn’t cause an increase in employment that 
would be consistent with workers going back to work as 
benefits end. 

The biggest argument against benefits as the leading 
barrier to employment growth is data on help wanted ads. 
First quarter 2021 help wanted ads in Indiana were only 
about 7.0 percent higher than the same three months of 
2020. Keep in mind, the economy entered recession in 
February 2020, and were already recession-like by early 
2019. Not only that, but employment crashed in late 
March 2020 due to COVID. As of three weeks ago, there 
was just no evidence of a spike in hiring. 

Moreover, there is little secondary evidence, beyond 
help wanted ads, that businesses are even trying to in- 
crease hiring in any meaningful way. Indiana has created 
only 30,000 new jobs since September, and only 6,000 
so far in 2021. At the rate of job growth so far in 2021, it 
will take six years and two months to return to February 
2020 levels of employment. That’s June 2027 if you are 
wondering. 

Still, with few jobs being created, it seems more likely 
that jobless Hoosiers would be scrambling for these 
scarce opportunities. That makes stories about a labor 
shortage more worrisome. What else could be occurring? 

Joblessness during the COVID downturn was almost 
wholly concentrated among low-wage workers. Em- 
ployment levels for workers with a college degree have 
climbed back to 2019 levels and are likely to fully recover 
by year’s end. Employment for workers with only a high 
school degree are lower than at any time over the past 30 
years for which we’ve been gathering monthly data. 

The demographics of joblessness suggest many workers 
may be training for better jobs. This could take a year 
or more, and would explain the experience employers 
have with fewer available workers. One of the few good 
things to come out of this pandemic would be a cohort of 
workers with better job skills. Still, college and workforce 
training programs haven’t seen enough of an enrollment 
spike to account for the reports by businesses of difficulty 
finding workers. 

Remote work may also play a role. I personally know 
three people who’ve started remote work in the past 
few months that replace local jobs. So, maybe displaced 
workers have concentrated their job searches on finding 
jobs they can do at home. These jobs often have more 
flexible work conditions, so may be very appealing. Over 
the past 30 days (mid-March to mid-April), 3,082 jobs 
with ‘remote’ in their description were advertised in 
Indiana. Nationally, 7.5 percent of open job applications 
have ‘remote’ in their description. So, employees might 
be finding work, just not at the occupations and firms they 
left during COVID. 

Many of the jobs lost to COVID were in occupations 
with considerable exposure to the virus. The risk of 
returning to these jobs is not trivial, and many workers 
might be unwilling to return to work at the same place, 
for similar wages. So, some firms might find themselves 
facing higher wage costs to rehire the same workers. 

Another explanation is that many displaced workers 
may have chosen not to return to work. In the 13 months 
since the recession started, the labor force has shrunk by 
3.89 million. Overall, the Labor Force Participation Rate 
is lower than it was last summer, suggesting a significant 
share of people who were working last year aren’t active- 
ly seeking a job today. Importantly, these people should 
not be counted on the rolls of those currently receiving 
unemployment benefits. However, the source of collect- 
ing data on the unemployed differ, so there is surely some 
overlap. 

In recent decades, the dwindling Labor Force Partic- 
ipation Rate has been worrisome, occurring dispropor- 
tionately among young, poorly educated men. Over the 
past year, the rate for men has dropped more than for 
women, but it remains much higher for men. The reason 
for concern about this is that women leave the labor force 
primarily to care for children. The experience of young 
men is different and far less productive. 

Child care is probably the most productive non-market 
exchange within the economy. If adults are voluntarily 
choosing to work less and remain home to raise children, 
it is not a policy problem. In fact, it may well generate 
significant benefits. It is too early to know if this is hap- 
pening in large numbers, but it seems certain that an event 
as significant as this pandemic would result in these types 
of changes. 

Workers may also elect not to work through more than 
child care duties. Many workers might have retired early, 
while others might be attempting to remain in school 
longer. These are not uncommon during a recession. 
Likewise, the family disruptions of the past year, which 
also caused a loss of close to 575,000 lives, may have 
altered the work interest of many Americans. The value 
of limited time with family may be worth more than the 
additional earnings from a job for some family members. 

Finally, labor markets adjust imperfectly to quickly 
changing conditions. Businesses and workers might have 
very different expectations about pay, working conditions, 
benefits and scheduling. A job isn’t created because of an 
ad, but because a worker and employer agree on wages, 
schedules and work conditions. A fast recovery, which we 
are anxious to see, could contribute to the sense that there 
is a labor shortage. 

As of early May 2021, it is clear many businesses feel 
starved for new workers. It is not at all clear why that is, 
and whether or not it is a transient matter, or longer-term 
consequence of COVID.

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| he a little late to the ricotta 
party. For a long while, this 
Italian whey cheese has been 
relegated solely to lasagnas and 
other filled pasta dishes. Aside 
from that, ricotta has not played a 
role in much of my cooking. This 
is likely due to unfortunate first 
impressions, the ho-hum results of 
part-skim variet- 

ies that tend to be 
watery, grainy and 
lacking in character. 

More recently, 
however, I began 
dabbling in using 
fresh ricotta, and it’s 
been revelatory. The 
difference between 
a skimmed and wa- 
tered-down version 
versus a high-quality whole-milk 
ricotta or a hand-dipped artisan 
ricotta (besides a few extra dollars) 
is a worlds-apart creamy, sweet and 
milky cheese, urging consumption. 
To which I obliged, and started ex- 
perimenting with different recipes. 
And then I whipped it. 

Apparently, whipped ricotta has 
been a thing, but, as I mentioned, 
I am late to the party. Thank good- 
ness I arrived. Whipping ricotta 
transforms this creamy, slightly 
grainy cheese into an ethereal 
spreadable cheese, which is sweet 
and mild and very receptive to 
additional ingredients, such as 
olive oil, honey, fresh herbs, salt 
and pepper. It’s a protein-rich al- 
ternative to whipped cream, creme 
fraiche, yogurt, sour cream, and 
even a dollop of ice cream on top 
of dessert. 

To whip ricotta, use a dense, 
creamy whole-milk ricotta that 
smells dairy-fresh and tastes milky 
and mildly sweet. Avoid watery, 
grainy, part-skim ricotta and any 
that has a funky aroma. 


Sweet Whipped Ricotta 
Yield: Makes 1 cup 


Combine 1 cup whole-milk 
ricotta, 1 tablespoon honey, 1 
tablespoon fresh lemon juice and 
an optional pinch of lemon zest 
in a food processor and process 
until light and smooth. Taste for 
seasoning and add more honey if 
desired. Serve as a substitute for 
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whipped cream, creme fraiche 
or ice cream with fresh fruit and 
baked desserts. 


Savory Whipped Ricotta 
Yield: Makes 1 cup 


Combine 1 cup whole-milk 
ricotta, 2 tablespoons extra-virgin 
olive oil, 1/4 teaspoon salt and a 
grind or two of black pepper in a 
food processor. Process until light 
and smooth and taste for season- 
ing. If you like, add a generous 
pinch of finely grated fresh lemon 
zest. Spread the ricotta in a bowl 
and use as a dip for crudites and 
bread. Stir it into cooked pasta 
dishes as a creamy sauce. Smear it 
on bruschetta or garlic toasts and 
top with sliced figs or stone fruit, 
a drizzle of honey and lemon zest, 
or your other favorite toppings. 
Spoon a dollop on cooked pizzas, 
roasted vegetables and salads, 
such as the following beet salad. 


Roasted Beet and 
Spring Green Salad 
with Whipped Ricotta 


The beets will release their juic- 
es while roasting, which will mix 
with the olive oil that creates the 
base for vinaigrette. 

Active Time: 20 minutes 
Total Time: 1 hour and 20 minutes, 
plus cooling time 
Yield: Serves 4 

3 bunches small or baby beets, 10 
to 12, ends and stems trimmed, 
scrubbed clean 

1/4 cup extra-virgin olive oil 

Salt 

Freshly ground black pepper 

2 tablespoons white balsamic vin- 
egar 

1 tablespoon fresh lemon juice 

4 ounces mixed spring greens, such 
as arugula, mache, baby spinach, 
miners lettuce, frisee 

1 cup Savory Whipped Ricotta 

Lemon zest, for garnish 

Heat the oven to 400 degrees. 

Place the beets in a large Dutch 
oven. Pour in the oil, stir to coat, 
and lightly season with salt.

Inflation is up 


This was the week of consumer 
angst. Inflation is pushing prices 
up, while the stock market started 
the week trending down. 

“The economy is going through 
some dramatic adjustments as it 
opens up following the unprece- 
dented circumstances associated 
with the pandemic last year,” said 
Mark Hamrick, senior economic 
analyst for Bankrate. 

Then there’s the panic over gas. 

“Top off your 
cars,” a friend texted 
this week. “Costco 
and BJ lines are 
extremely long 
this morning and 
smaller stations are 
running out of gas.” 

It’s the toilet paper 
sellout all over 
again. This time, the 
buying frenzy fol- 
lowed a cyberattack that shut down 
a pipeline that supplies the East 
Coast. Drivers rushed to fill their 
tanks and plastic containers, caus- 
ing the very shortage they feared. 
Colonial Pipeline said it’s restart- 
ing operations after a ransomware 
attack, so supplies should be back 
to normal soon. 

But other factors, chiefly infla- 
tion, are still causing consumer 
concern. Here are some answers 
to questions you may have about 
what’s going on with the economy. 

E How much do I need to worry 
about fuel shortages? 

If you have a long-haul trip this 
week, get in line for gas. Other- 
wise, you can ride out this short- 
term supply issue. 

“There is no gas crisis, and the 
situation this week is entirely 
contrived by consumers who are 
panicking for no valid reason,” said 
Ric Edelman, founder of Edelman 
Financial Engines and author of 
“The Truth About Your Future.” 

“The problem is not even as bad 
as a hurricane, which also disrupts 
supplies for a week,” Edelman said. 
“But in that case, it leaves behind 
massive destruction. In this case, a 
spigot was simply turned off. It'll 
be turned on again, and gas will 
resume its normal flow to consum- 
ers. Within a week, there will be a 
glut of gas available, just as there is 
a glut of toilet paper on the market 
because so many people bought so 
much toilet paper last year when 
the pandemic began.” 

E What is inflation? 

In short, inflation is the rate of 
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; the stock market is down. Here’s why you shouldn’t panic 


change of prices, says Tendayi 
Kapfidze, the chief economist at 
LendingTree, a leading online 
marketplace for loans. 

Inflation data out Wednesday 
showed that the consumer price 
index (CPI) rose 4.2 percent year 
over year in April, which is the 
fastest increase since September 
2008, Kapfidze pointed out. The 
Core CPI, which excludes volatile 
food and energy prices, rose 3 
percent year over year, the largest 
growth in 25 years, according to 
the Bureau of Labor Statistics. 

“The biggest contributor to the in- 
flation numbers were used cars and 
trucks, which rose 21 percent year 
over year as demand rises with re- 
opening amid constrained supply,” 
Kapfidze said in an interview. 

Right now we’re seeing the U.S. 
economy emerge from the pan- 
demic, and there’s pent-up demand 
for everything from cars to lumber 
to travel, said Christine Benz, 
director of personal finance for 
Morningstar, a leading provider of 
investment research. 

“Some consumers have had more 
of an opportunity to save over the 
past year than would be the case in 
normal times, which further con- 
tributes to the heightened demand 
and spending now,” Benz said. 

E Why is inflation going up so 
much and how will it affect my 
personal finances? 

“To say prices are rising doesn’t 
quite capture the sticker shock 
some consumers may have when 
they look to resume their normal 
daily lives,” said Russell Price, 
chief economist at Ameriprise 
Financial. 

As to why inflation is rising, there 
are two main factors, according to 
Kapfidze. 

First, prices fell last April as 
the pandemic hit, so some of the 
increase in the price of services and 
goods is just the reopening bring- 
ing prices back to normal. 

Second, with the reopening, we 
are seeing demand rebound much 
faster than supply, so this leads to 
higher prices. 

“As prices rise, it’s a great time 
to review your budget and ensure 
different categories are still remain- 
ing within comfortable limits,” 
Kapfidze says. “A classic response 
to higher prices is a substitution, so 
consider if you should discontinue 
using some items or services and 
replace them with others or reduce 
the quantity.” 


A good example of a substitute 
is switching from a name brand 
to a store brand, he said. If you’re 
in the market for a car, consider 
buying a used car rather than a new 
one. Or widen your search to find 
a different car model with a lower 
price point. 

“The core idea is that the substi- 
tute can largely fulfill the consumer 
need at a lower cost,” Kapfidze 
said. 

You might also delay some pur- 
chases until prices stabilize. 

“Avoid spending in areas that 
have experienced rapid price 
increases if you can avoid it,’ Benz 
said. “For example, if you don’t 
have to do your home remodeling 
project right now, there may be 
a more opportune, cost-effective 
time down the line to do so when 
lumber prices have moderated.” 

“Higher prices for things such 
as air travel, furniture, appliances, 
lumber, hotel stays and automo- 
biles should start to ease as supply 
and demand rebalance in these in- 
dustries over time,” Price said. “For 
these items, the best strategy may 
be to wait it out. It will be tough 
given what we’ve been through, but 
you're simply going to pay more if 
you want to be first in line.” 

The best way to manage during 
this time is to devote more time 
and attention to your personal or 
family budget and make sure you 
have sufficient emergency savings, 
Hamrick said. 

E Who benefits from inflation? 

Businesses with pricing power 
can benefit from inflation if they 
are able to increase the price of 
what they sell for more than the in- 
crease in their costs, Kapfidze said. 

“If you are a borrower, inflation 
means you pay back your loan with 
dollars that are worth less than 
when you took out the loan,” he 
says. “Interest is meant to com- 
pensate for this, that’s why when 
inflation goes up, interest rates do 
too.” 

If you’re working and earning a 
paycheck, you may well be eligible 
for cost-of-living adjustments in 
your paycheck, Benz says. 

“The same goes for people who 
are receiving most of their incomes 
from Social Security, in that Social 
Security provides ongoing inflation 
increases. It may not be as much as 
you would like, but it’s something,” 
she said. 

E Is inflation bad or good? 

“A little inflation is good, as it 


supports lending, investing and 
borrowing, which all contribute 
to economic growth,” according 
to Kapfidze. “Too much inflation 
is bad, as it erodes the value of 
savings, and deflation is bad, as it 
discourages spending.” 

Inflation is part of the routine 
business cycle, which means you 
should put what’s going on now in 
perspective, Edelman says. 

In 2019, the economy was doing 
well with low unemployment, and 
stable interest rates and inflation 
rates. Then the pandemic hit. Mil- 
lions of people lost their jobs, and 
consumer spending fell. 

“In an effort to generate revenue 
and stay in business, companies 
lowered their prices. This is called 
deflation. As part of this, the Feder- 
al Reserve lowered interest rates to 
make it easier for people to afford 
loans, so they could buy houses 
and cars, all to help the economy 
stabilize and ultimately recover,” 
Edelman explains. 

Although the economy is recover- 
ing, supplies are short in many ar- 
eas because manufacturers reduced 
their output. 

“With lower supplies and new, 
higher demand, prices are rising,” 
Edelman said. “This can be expect- 
ed to continue for some time.” 

Many sellers are elated about the 
uptick in demand, such as people 
selling their homes or auto dealers. 

“Be prepared to spend more on 
everything from groceries to home- 
owner’s insurance,” Edelman said. 

E Why is the stock market sud- 
denly selling off? 

“Stock market participants appear 
to be watching inflation closely, 
and recent indications of inflation 
flaring up have caused some of the 
recent volatility,’ Benz said. 

There are a lot of reasons that 
higher inflation might be bad news 
for stocks. 

“One is that higher prices can put 
the brakes on growth,’ Benz said. 
“If it costs more to remodel your 
home, buy a car or hire people 
because wages often go up with 
inflation, you might opt not to do 
it. Corporate profits can get hurt if 
companies aren’t able to pass on 
their higher costs to consumers. In 
addition, the Federal Reserve could 
raise interest rates, which increases 
borrowing costs.” 

E Should I be worried about 
how inflation is affecting the stock 
market? 

As far as what to do, it depends 


on your life stage, the experts said. 

Learn from the fall and rise of the 
stock market last year, Hamrick 
says. 

“Anyone who jumped out of the 
market when it was diving last year 
likely had a difficult time knowing 
when to get back in, essentially 
locking in losses and failing to en- 
joy the gains which followed,” he 
said. “If you are investing money 
you can’t afford to lose, dialing 
down risk is the most prudent 
approach.” 

“Younger people with lots of 
stocks in their portfolios should do 
their best to ignore the gyrations, 
as always,” Benz said. “The good 
news for them is that stocks have 
historically beaten inflation by a 
solid margin over longer periods of 
time, so stocks are really their best 
defense.” 

If you can leave the money 
invested for 10 years, it’s reason- 
able to be confident that the future 
prices will be higher than today’s 
prices, Edelman said. 

“A balanced portfolio should 
weather the storm over the long 
term, but if you have expenditures 
that will occur in the near future, 
then you’ll want to have money 
for that in less volatile financial 
instruments,” Kapfidze recom- 
mends. 

But inflation is arguably more 
problematic for people who are 
getting ready to retire or in retire- 
ment, because inflation eats away 
at the purchasing power of fixed- 
rate investments they might have 
in their portfolios, like bonds and 
cash, according to Benz. 

“That’s not to say they should 
throw those fixed-rate investments 
overboard, because they do need 
safety in their portfolios,” she said. 
“But it argues for having ample ex- 
posure to stocks in retirement, too, 
and also making room for safer 
investments that offer some protec- 
tion against inflation, like Treasury 
Inflation-Protected Securities.”

felt in Wabash County. 
Previous local deploy- 


ments in response to the 
COVID-19 pandemic have 
included long-term care fa- 
cilities, food bank tailgate 
distributions and free testing 
sites. 

Members of the Indiana 
National Guard were on 
hand at the first Indiana 
State Department of Health 
(ISDH) free drive-thru test- 
ing site in late October 2020 
and early November 2020. 
And in December 2020, In- 
diana National Guard mem- 
bers have been stationed at 
the testing site at Wabash 
Friends Church. 

Lowry said in December 
2020 they had nearly 40 
Guardsmen at nine Optum 
testing sites throughout the 
state, with four to eight as- 
signed per site. 

In November 2020, Pea- 
body Retirement Commu- 
nity executive director Rod 
Craft said that on Nov. 2, 
2020, the Indiana National 
Guard mobilized teams to 
long-term care facilities at 
the direction of Gov. Eric 
Holcomb. Craft said they 
were one of the communi- 
ties receiving assistance.

Many may suppress this 
truth or even deny it, but 
the human conscience still 
speaks.

INDIANAPOLIS — Fric 
Fisher needed a fresh start. 
The Indianapolis Colts need- 
ed help at left tackle. 

It was a perfect match. 
Three days after agreeing to 
a one-year contract, Fisher 
explained why he chose to 
play for Indy. 

“One of the huge things is 
the offensive line here,” Fish- 
er said Thursday. “To play 
next to the best left guard in 
the league, I’m darn excited 
for that. But across the board, 
there are talented guys ev- 
erywhere. We’ve got a great 
quarterback coming from 
Philly and I’m excited to 
build that chemistry with him 
and build the chemistry with 
the guys. But to be a part of 
that offensive line group, I’m 
really chomping at the bit to 
get back to work.” 

The eight-year veteran still 
has a few things to prove af- 
ter an especially rough start 
to 2021. 

Fisher tore his left Achil- 
les tendon in January’s AFC 
championship game, then 
watched helplessly as team- 
mate Patrick Mahomes was 
pressured throughout the 
Chiefs’ 31-9 Super Bowl 
drubbing.

work. But when the Colts 
couldn’t find a suitable re- 
placement Anthony Caston- 
zo, who retired in January, 
general manager Chris Bal- 
lard reverted to his backup 
plan. He brought in Fisher, 
an old friend from his days as 
a Chiefs scout, for a workout. 

A week later, Fisher landed 
the job of protecting Carson 
Wentz’s blind side. 

“It seemed right from the 
start. Pm a Midwest guy,” 
Fisher said, noting he played 
high school and college foot- 
ball in Michigan. “I think it 
is just a great organization. 
Obviously, I have a connec- 
tion with Chris Ballard. He 
brought me in and trusted 
me to get the job done and 
Pm looking forward to that 
challenge and everything that 
comes along with it.” 


Wentz was sacked a league- 
high 50 times last season with 
the Eagles despite playing 
just 12 games. Indianapolis 
Motor Speedway announced 
Thursday that Wentz would 
give the starting command 
for Saturday’s Indianapolis 
Grand Prix. 

The question, of course, is 
when will Fisher return? 

He and defensive end Dayo 
Odeyingbo, a second-round 
draft pick, both tore Achilles 
tendons in late January. The 
Colts are hoping both return 
to the field by late September 
or early October. 

Kansas City general man- 
ager Brett Veach previously 
said he believed Fisher could 
start practicing in August. 

If he’s not ready for the 
Sept. 12 season opener 
against Seattle, the starting 


who signed with the Colts as 
free agents. 

“We'll see as we go for- 
ward. We’ll create compe- 
tition,’ Ballard said during 
draft weekend. “We’ll con- 
tinue to look at the market. 
We’ll continue to look in the 
draft and we’ ll create compe- 
tition and we’ll get the best 
five guys on the field that will 
play winning football.”

Glowinski and right tackle 
Braden Smith. 

He can’t wait. 

“As soon as I got the call I 
was being cut it was an auto- 
matic reset in my brain that 
was like, ‘I’m nowhere near 
being done,” Fisher said. “I 
feel like I have a lot of years 
left in me. It’s going to be an 
awesome reset for myself, a 
fresh slate, keep working and 
finish the second half of my 
career off on a good note.”
